bene as a pray vnto ther-and they would haue ea= 
ten vs vp alive. He hath done it,not vnto vs,bur vn= 
to his owne nameghat he may haue the glory of it, 
And furely if we faint not,but goc checrefully for- 
yard jade glorious trueth, 1n ſo riche mercy hee 
hath called vs vnto if vve Jaboure to approue. oure 
ſclues io him,giuing him a pure worſhip and ſeruice 
according to his oyyne appointment and yvill, tri. 
ving to ſyncerity and cleanſing our Churches from 
that Popiſh filth, this man of finne hath lefte behind 
bimin.thegf we give him the honor of leading vs, & 
vvill be ruled by his vvorde,reuouncing mans vviſ- 
dome,policie,and ſtrength in the vyorke of ourſal- 
uation,then ſhall yve not neede to ſeare, he 
theſe enemics be neuer ſomany or mightie:If God 
be with vs vvho can be agaynſt vs? Though their 
Parſons be taule and terrible , their furniture yvell 
appointed,their ſtrength in the iudgement of men 
inuncible their knowledge in martial aflaires,equal 
vvith ours, their learning,vvealthiches,and polici 
aboue ours,yet in the name ofthe Lord ofhoaſtes 
vre vv not feare them:if God bein the middeſt of 
vs,compaſie ys about and fight for vs,ifwe be ynder 
his leading hovy can they preuaile againſt vs? And 
ſurely cotortable experiece we haue had ofhis good 
nefle theſe many late years in proteQing this realm , 
ſo beſet with enimies,our gratious prince by nature 
a vveake yvoman, and ſubiet ro many infumities, 
her Counſellors exerciſed vvith many difficulties & 
hardrentations, her people giuen vp in peace, as 
commonly common people are in iuche times, to 

follovv their profites and pleaſures : that God,l ſay, 

hath yer ſo mightily defended them, andenriched

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il the ref8 of bis darks brood, 
ys al, vvith ſo many bleffings bothof this life, and 
of the life ro come vyhich aremoſtprecious; vyhat 
other argument can it yeelde vnto vs, then ofgreate 
incouragemente? T his ſhoulde euen encreaſe oure 
hope, and adde neyve ſtrength yaro ys, to make vs 
Rande faſt ro our God: The trueth is, that our polli- 
cie and arme hath not yvrought it, bur our gratious 
God yvho hath kepte continual yyatch ouervs ; to 
the end vve ſhould vyalke in holy and durifull obe- 
dience,in feare and trembling as in his prefence:not 
that vyc ſhould be ſecure and careleſſ=,arming theſe 
enimees of ours, with our finnes and tranſgrcffions 
2gainſte ys,bur that yve ſhould feare before hus face, 
& truſt in him,beeing armed vvich the cighteouſnes 
of Ieſus Chriſt our head,yvhich ſhal not onlyſhroud 
vs from their fury,but from his oyyne yvrath and c= 
uerlaſting damnation. 

Thus mwuche I thouphr good , beeing ſpecially 
dravyne in by-the adeles to ſpeak in the defence 
of Gods euerlaſting tructh, If I giue any iuſt offence 
to the Godly,by atiy ſlippe of humaine infirmitie, I 
craue pardon for it : but I proteſt before him, that 
knovveth the ſecretes of all hearts, that I haue not 
of any malice, ſiniſter affeion or deſire of reuenge, 
vvritren any thing, but for & in the ſimple detece & 
maintenance of the tructh and to the end to difcre=- 
dite error and falſchoode . And concerning one 
Hovvler, vvhome 1 {ccme in my Epiſtle dedicatory 
to aime at,and fince haue vndetſtood that the name 
by all likchhoode ſhould be counterfaite,and taken 
Vvppon, by one Parſons a runnagate Teſuite : Iam 
very ſory for the wrong(if any be)rhat I haue done 
to Howlcr,vyyhomlT ſuppoſed it tobe,And 1 _ 
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the willingliar cry: him mercy for it, if the Lorde 
' Vyould youchlate him an happy conuerfion, from 
thar falſe religion of popery, vvhich 1 vvill vadoub-
